After the secon d World War, n or­ 
mal train in g was taken out of the 
high schools. 
Even teachers for 
coun try .schools had to go to sum ­ 
m er school or college before they 
could teach. 
The scheme was to 
m ake teachers 
scarce 
so 
they 
could get better salaries. 
As lon g 
as we had war prices that plan 
worked . 
In our school d istrict we have 
just average crops with little gar­ 
d en patches for wheat. Before, the 
mirmal-train ed 
teacher 
received 
535 to $45 a mon th. 
No.v this d is­ 
trict pays S400, which is way above 
the farm ers’ ability to pay. 
Here is the hitch. The tuition for 
town school is $350 per pupil. 
It’s 
the fryin g pan or the fire. 
There 
shmild be plan s put in to effect to 
cut that tuition in half at least. It 
should be in accord an ce to the 
ability of the d istrict to pay. 
On e-third of the cost of these 
schools is just en tertain m en t. Then 
there is Ag in high .school~iK)t on e 
boy in 50 could farm if he wan ted 
to.

How can I keep 
fru it, etc.. in <mr basement so 
it wou ldn’t have that taste?” 
Mias Frances Ru nty, cou nty 
home Extension ageiH, 
agrees 
with u s that most home proc­ 
essed food shou ld be u sed within 
„ year—at least in two years 
time. (We wonder how anyone, 
can make home canned pickles, 
janw, etc. last that long, ac­ 
tu ally.) If home processed food 
is properly processed it shou ld 
keep withou t wiy sign of mil­ 
dew. 
Ofttimes a little mold w i l l 
form on ttw top of Jelly or Jam 
tbirt isn’t air-tight and this may 
be lifted off withou t any harm 
to the food or the consu mer of 
i t However, any food that tastes 
of mildew, definitely i« i’t pal­ 
atable and shou ldn’t be served. 
Does that answer you r qu estion?
